GS,R . 836 . -- In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution , the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the recruitment and other conditions of service of certain persons appointed to 
supervise and carry out measures financed from the Coal Mines Labour Housing 
and General Welfare Fund constituted under section 4 of the Coal Mines Labour 
Welfare Fund Act, 1947 (32 of 1947 ) , namely : 

1 . Short title and commencement. - ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Coal 
Mines Labour Housing and General Welfare Fund ( recruitment to certain posts ) 
Rules, 1959. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once . 

2 . Recruitment. - - The classification , method of recruitment and certain other 
matters relating to the posts specified in column 2 of the Schedule to these rules 
shall be as specified in other relevant columns thereof. 

3 . Disquallication . - - No person who has more than one wife living or marry 
ing a person having a wife living shall be eligible for appointment to any post 
referred to in rule 2 ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, in any exceptional case, and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing , exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule .
